faneons, Awl strange ae it ma 
sem, none will ever attain to this 
blessing «xo. pt such as firmly beli-ve 
in aud expec it, for, bke all other 
blessings, is only to be ob'ained by 
faith and prayer. But how shall we 
believe in, and seek for a blessing of 
which we have ides, of how shalk 
we believe lu that which we have not 
heard, and how sball we bear without 
a teacher? 

From all these considerations it 
appears evident that these principles 
must necrssarily he revived so as to 
hecome nspicuons part of modern 
theslogy. They must be tanght to 
the people, and the people wust be- 
lieve them; insomuch that every saint 
on earth will be looking for the great 
day of the Lord, and expecting to be 
catuvht upto meet him in the sir; for 
if the grea’ day of the Lord should 
come atatime when these principles 
were neither tanuht nor believed, 
surely there would be none prepared 
for translation; consequently there 
would be no saintato be ciught up to 
meet the Lord in the air: and if 
the words of the Lord by Pint wou!

obstructed ip their the 
fine toned evergies of the mind cease 
to act. with their acenstumed vigor, tha 
harms of nature seem cl the! in 
mourning and sickcluth. We con- 
ceive a distaste for the duties as well 
as the ej yments of lite. Couraue, 
forti ude, ambition, aud all the stimu 
Jants which move aan to act well bis 
part in human sovtey, are impaired 
and wenkeued in their operations, ard 
the mind, thus soured and sickened, 
fiude iteclf sinking under deep 
holy and settle! gloom, which soon 
becomes iusupportable. He at length 
sipks in despair,--hecomes insane, or 
groans under varions diseases brought 
upon his phyatcal sysem by the 
auguish of his mind; or, with a des 
ee effort, tears himself from 
friends and society, and from all the 
duties aud enjoyments of lite, 
to lead a life of sulinde within the 
walls of a convent, or in the gloomy 
caverns of the monk, But more tre: 
quently the youthful wind when 
labouring under there gloomy impres 
gions, makes a desperate eff rt to free 
itself fiom is dreavful burthen, by 
plunging into all the alluremnems of

At the very time this took place, 
tthe manufacturer, the merchant, and 
banker, were congratalating them 
selves on the good time coming. All 
felt that we had got to the bottom of 


hard times, and that this fall trade 


would see the beginning of thriving 
and better times; u little light could 
‘be seen, and it was heped we should 


soon have a brighter day. No sooner 
had wares been put upon the shelves, 
an! the sivor op-ued tor the customer, 
than the mob cry was heard, the 
wheels of commerce stopped wherever 
it was on the move, aud every hope 
was blasted. Ask the agricultaraiss, 
the manufacturer, the merobant, bauker 
or peasiat, what the result will be, aud 
you get but one aud the same answer, 
We cannot tel,“ How often have 
the Saints prayed that confusion, strife, 
and discord might come upon their 
enemies ? aud 16 has come upon the 
whole vation like a thief in the 
niht,“ aud from a quarter which no 
ou- ever expected, When I looked 
upon that terrible scene at Pittsburgh, 
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and reflected upon the desolation 
before my eves, my mind was carried 
back to Nauvoo, where I saw Joseph 
Smith, the Prophet of God, standiny 
before a large c ngregation of Saints, 
full of the Holy Ghost, and prophe 
sying that the time would come when 
the United States Government would 
lose its power—when State would he 
against State, county against county, 
and family against family, aud when 
the land would become a scene of 
violence, bloodshed, and strife. I 
believed it then with all my heart. | 
have wondered many times how it 
conld or wonld be bronght aboar.

‘If you 
do not employ me, feed my wife and 
children; I can die for want myself 
but I can’t see my family starve. if 
yon do not feed hem, I will take it.“ 
Where from?” might be asked. Will 
ven go to the batcher’s shop, or the 
bakery, as they doin Europe?” No, 
we can do better—we will go to the 
freight trai's, and help ourselves, 
This has been tried, and successfull 
too. We know how this is done, me 
we will do it”

Round 
the walls were several scriptural 
mottoes, the platform was covered 
with black cloth, and a portion of the 
walls was draped with cra One of 
the brethren again engaged in prayer. 
He spoke of the loss of Brigham 
Young, whom he described as ‘‘ God’s 
own Prophet,” and, with an evident 
reference to our representative, asked 
God's blessing ‘‘ on the stranger within 
our gates,” and that we might be 
inspired to speak the truth. Suddenly, 
and without any word of warning, the 
choir rose up, the congregation fol- 
lowed their example, and they sung a 
sort of funeral hymn to a mournful 
tune. It began :— 
Mourn not the who la 
Who leave the frail and mortal clay 
To seek a fadeless crown. 


A silence of a few minutes reigned, 
and one of the persons on the plat- 
form rose to speak. He addressed 
the congregation, which consisted 
principally of women, as ‘ brothers 
and sisters.” He said that, of course, , 
the subject that was uppermost in 
their minds was the death of God’s 
own prophet.. He had known him 
well in Utah, and he could testify that 
he was a man of God. He warmly 
denied that Young had any connection 
with the massacres, and he had evi 
dence to prove it. With regard to 
the vexed question of polygamy, he 
did not speak with much hesitation. 
Not directly advocating the system, 
he yet asked how could the Gentiles 
throw the stone of reproach when the 
streets of their towns every night 
gave evidence of the failure of their 
= The Press might scoff at 
em as they liked, but Mormonism” 
would yet prevail. The next speaker 
said he had known Brigham Young 
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for 24 years, and he had derived much 
good counsel from him. He knew 
him to be a benefactor and a man of 
God. Entering into an explanaricA 
of the Mormon theology, he said 
their object was to mak people re- 
pent of their sins and lead pure lives, 
and to be baptized after the ancient 
pattern. No Church ovuld exist iu 
these days unless it was on the 
grounds laid down by St Peter that 
the power of remission of sins should 
be granted. With regard to their bo- 
loved President bemy taken away 
there was nv doubt some good men 
and women thought it would be the 
downfall of Mormondom, so called, 
but the Church would never die as 
long as one Latter ay Saint remained 
on earth. He advised them to live im 
this world with ali ite allutements aud 
riches, well, to live their religion day 
by day, to be kind to each other, to 
do no harm, and God wonld raise 
them up a leader Ther had the 
Twelve Apostles left, he knew them 
well; they feared not th» sc ffs of 
men, and he bad come 5,600 miles to 
declare the truth the Apostles de- 
clared, and to ask them to stand firin 
to the truth. At the conclusion of a 
fervid address, which hai a visible 
effect on the congrevation, they uttered 
aloud Amen.“ The Chairman then 
said there was quite a stir at the 
present time about Mormonism, and 
everybody was wondering what the 
Mormons would dv. They would not 
wonder if they kuew the truth He 
had never seen President T ung, but 
he knew his children, and all he eonld 
say was that he was a man of God, 
whatever the world micht say. 
Another address of a similir character 
followed, and the congregation joined 
in lustily singing a couple of hymna, 
A great feature in the services is the 
singing. Every person j ins, and the 
tunes, which are of the Moly and 
Sankey type, are sung in a way that 
nearly lifts the roof «ff the chapel.

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IS IT PEACE? 
—0 — 

Ir there is one condition more desirable than another, it is that of an intel - 
ligent aud well based peace, a condition where the elements of strife are van- 
quished, more thau suppressed, destroyed rather than ignored; aud this not as 
the result of stoical iuuiff-reuce as to surroundiugs and results, but as a well- 
grounded comprehension of its essential epirit, and the methods by which alone 
it is best secured. . 

The aucieut Prophet said There is no peace to the wicked.“ The wicked 
are like the trunbled sea, when it caunot rest, whose waves cast up mire and 
dirt“; Isa lvii, 20, 21. And the Psalmist said of them, They speak not peace, 
but they devise deceitful matters against them that are quiet in the land“: 
Paalms xxxv, 20. and the Apostle gives the secret origin of this unrest, this 
turbulence, this chronic condition of so large a proportion of the human 
family, From whence come wars and fightings among you? come they not 
hence, even of your lusts that war in your members”? James, iv, 1. These 
results are equal in all ages; Isaiah said of those who did wickedly in his day, 
The way of Peace they have not knuwn.” Paul writing to the Romans also 
said, ‘‘ The way of peace have they not known,” and our day testifies with 
Solomon, that The way of the transyressor is bard.” It is not however so 
much the wars of history which concern us, or the wars now in existence or in 
prospect,—the war in Turkey and Asia, the war in Japan, the war in Atcheen 
among the Dutch; the ludian war in America, or the prospect darkening over 
Grecce, Poland, Servia, Austria or Germavy, these are but the moods of 
rule playing upon a stringed instrument already attuned for the music of war, 
the surging passions «f the natious are impatient of restraint, jealous of en- 
creachment, susceptible to cffense, and ready for that or defense (so-called) as 
political manœnvring may for the moment determine. 

It is irregular individual development which admits of this result, if hearts 
and lives were controlled and held in subj-ction to righteous principle and 
practice, kinycraft aud statecraft would mauipulate the wires in vain; the great 
forces,—individual or in combinatton—would be in favor of the arts and life of 
peace, and the conservative yet progressive elements, born of and controlled 
by divine evergy would minister in the direction and ultimate triumph of 
Peace; when men wauder from God, when they forsake his laws, and trample

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upon his commandments, they sow the seed of the harvest which has been in 
reaping for nigh six thousand years, original diversion from righteousness bas 
fruited into absolute enmity ; the rejection of revelation bas produced scepti- 
cism in regard to even its probabili y, aud the popular idea of God and the 
Godhead precludes interest in or Sowmuuication with the haman family; bis 
law, his Gospel, his righteousness which alone cau give or establish peace is 
not recognized as the standard of eitber faith or preeice, ao that foreboding is 
throughout the nations, meus hearts failing hem because of the things which 
are coming upon the earth.” 

Now although God has been called, A Man of War,” yer the Apostle Paul 
declares him to be a God of peace; and in closing his epistles to beth Corin- 
thians, Thessalonians, Romans, and Hebrews, gives his apostolic benediction, — 
“The God of Peace be with you all, Amen.” Roman xv, 33 The God 
of love and peace shall be with you.” (2 Cor., 13, 11 ) and intimated the results 
of this presence, and dedication, ‘‘ The very God of peace shall sanctify you 
wholly;’ 1 Thess. v, 23 Nor the God of pe c Make you 
perfect in every good work to do his will, working in you tha: which is well 
pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ;” Heb. Li, 20 21, aud lest this 
should be supposed to belong alone to the Apostolic or Curtstiau age, we find in 
the sacred records that peace was one of the promised yifis to the posterity of 
Aaron, Num. xxv, 17, 13, and by it the rein of Solomon was glorified; 
1 Kings iv, 24, it was the Gift of God, and only when Israel violated the 
commands and covenants were they subj.ced to their enewies or deprived 
of. the blessings of peace. 

In the Christian dispensaticn so called, although Jesus asked, ‘** Suppose 
ye that I am come to send peace on the earth? I tell you, vay, but ra her divi- 
sion,” etc. (Luke xii, 51, 52, 53,) he yet during his association with his fal- 
lowers and disciples emphatically promised them, and gave them Peace, ‘* Peace 
I leave with you, my peace give I uuto yon, not as the world giveth, give I unto 
you.” John xiv, 27. His Gospel was the Gospel of Peace; the angels sang 
of Peace on earth and good will toward men“; “ Paul quotes How beau- 
tiful are the feet of those that preach the Gospel of Peace; Row. 
x, 15, and advised the Ephesians to have their feet shud with the preparation 
of the Gospel of peace”; Eph. vi, 15. His Spirit was the spirit of Peace— 
Let not your hearts be troubled, neither let it be afraiu”; “be of good cheer, 
in the world ye shall have tribulation, but in me ye shall have peace”; John 
xvi, 33. The fruits of the spirit are love, jh, peace”; Gal. v, 22; the Ephe- 
sians were advised to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace”; 
Eph. iv, 3, and this fulfills the declaration of the Prophets. David said: 
The Lord will bless his people with peace”; Psalms xxix, II. The meek 
delight themselves in abundance of peac:”; Pealms xxzvii, II. The Lord 
will speak peace unto his people and to bis Saints“; Psalm Ixxxv, 8 Great 
peace have they which love thy lav“; Isaiah declared, The work of right- 
eousness shall be peace”; xxxii, 17, and that “the righteous should go out 
with joy, led forth with Peace”; lv, 12. 

Jesus Christ was called by the Prophet the Prince of Peace”; Isa. ix, 6, 
and Paul said of him, He is our peace”; Eph. ii, 14 The Apostles 
came preaching ‘‘ Peace to Israel by Jesus Christ;“ and when they were command- 
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ed of Jesus to preach amid the nations, their peace was to come upon every wor- 
thy house, but if the house was unworthy their peace was to return to them. 
ayvain; such is the law and reign of peace, and none know this better than 
the Latter-day Saints ; they when in possession of the spirit of their religion 
know it to be the spirit of peace; in all their history of persecution, banish- 
ment aun death, they possesse:! their souls in peace; and when they located 
in their present position, the prophecy was fulfilled, The mountains shall 
bring pexce to the people, and the little hills by righteousness”; Psalm 72, 3, 
there, ‘righteousness and peace have kissed each other“; (Ps. 86, 10.) 
there ‘‘ peace shall be upon Israel”; and of Zion it is said, ‘‘ tne mountains 


shall depart and the hills be removed; but my kindness shall not depart from 
thee, neither shall the covenant of peace be removed, saith the Lord“; (Isa. 
liv, 10) The Lord ** will make her «officers peace and her exactors, righteous- 
ness. and will ‘“freveal the abundance of peace and truth.”

Conference was called to order by 
Prest. Leigh, and the services began 
with singing. Prayer by Prest. Leigh.

Elder Walter J. Lewis was the first 
speaker, and he dwelt earnestly upon 
the duties of the Saints to themselves, 
and to the Lord; on their everyday 
duties—cleanliness, order, and purity, 
and faithfulness in keeping the com- 
mandmeuts of God.

Elder J. H. Parry was the first 
speaker.

The principles 
of the Gospel will bring us back into 
the presence of our Father and God, 
and unless we—the Elders of Israel, 
teach the Saints and the world the 
way of life and salvation, their con- 
demnation will be upon our shoulders, 
and this was why the Eluers leave all 
dear to them at home in the hands of 
the Lord, and go abroad and teach 
the world without money and without 
price ; this at least was a testimony of 
their sincerity. As Saints we must 
be faithful, aud work out our own 
salvation independently of all others, 
but the Lord. God has given us 
great privileges, and we should be 
willing to sacrifice all that we have, 
even life, if necessary, for the sake of 
our religion. We must be honest, 
upright, and faithful in all things, the 
small things as well as the great, in 
order to obtain salvation in the king- 
dom of God.

Prest. Samuel Leigh next spoke, 
said that we conld not reasonably ex- 
pect that anything less would save us 
in the kingdom of God in this day 
than was required in ancient times, 
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The Gospel of Jesus was forever the 
same, and Baptism, and the other 
ordinances thereof were today just 
as necessary to salvation as they were 
in the days of the Savior. wy iii, 
5.) The promise of the Holy Ghost 
by the laying on of hands was just as 
sure as in days of old, and its gifts and 
blessings the same also. It was neces 
sary that we should have this spirit 
that we might know that Jesus was the 
Christ. No man bad power to preach 
and administer the principles of the 
Gospel with efficacy, but he that was 
called of God as was Aaron—by direct 
and acknowledged revelation.

Pigasine Incipent.—Bishop John Sharp, of the 20th Ward, was agree- 
ably surprised the other evening at having his ears saluted by strains of har- 
monious music. On going upon the porch of his dwelling to ascertain the 
source of the delightful sounds, he discovered that it proceeded from the well- 
trained voices of about fifty choristers—the Tabernacle choir, led by Professor 
Careless. They had come to serenade the Bishop, as the most fitting manner 
in which to manifest their appreciation of the numerous courtesies he bad 
tendered them. He made a neat and ‘appropriate speech, thanking the sin 
ers for their exhibition of good will towards him. Quite an assemblage of peo 
eollected near the choir, attracted by the sounds of the melody they made. 


Looax.— We were pleased to receive a call from brother Charles O. Card, of 
‘Logan, superintendent of construction of the Temple at that city. There are 


— 
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over a hundred workmen engaged in connection with the building, in the vari- 
ous departments, quarrying rock, making roads to timber, getting out timber, 
burning lime, besides mechanics who are actually at work on the structure. 
The basement is all dug out, and the walls of the northern extension of the 
building are so far advanced that the first tier of window frames and the door 
frames in that portion are being set. 


Brcomine Fruirru..—Late experiments go to show that the arid deserts in 
this region of the world are becoming fruitful. Iu various parts of the Territory 
this year, and to a less extent in other late years, it has been proved that early 
grain crops can be raised in these valleys on other than moist bottom lands, and 
also some other crops, such as lucern. Time was when this was not the case, 
so far as known. 3 of spring wheat are reported of from five to fif een, 
and even twenty bushels to the acre, raised in various places without irrigation, 
also corresponding crops of rye and a few other things. Now if this goes on, 
it will be difficult to tell, after a few years, which is and which is not desert land; 
so abundantly has the Lord blessed this region since the advent of the Pioneers 
thirty years ago. 


Fossil, Fiso.—Sometime since we had occasion to notice a donation of 
fossil fish, leaves and insects, collected by Mr. Wm. Bell, of Logan, at Evans- 
ton, to the Deseret Museum. This morning we saw some specimens, collected 
by the same gentleman, which were brought to this city for sale. They consist 
of varieties of herring, leaves of trees aud herbs, insects. embedded in the 
rock as they died and were buried in the mud of the ancient lakes of the Bear 
River district. We learn that some of the specimens of fossils have been sent 
to the Smithsonian Institute, by Professor Hayden, to he identified and returned 
to the cabinets of the Museum. Mr. Bell bas alse brought dowo a small quan- 
tity of oil shale from the Bear ver country. and it is intended to test it as a 
gas- making material. President John W ung has taken much interest in 
the mineral and fossil discoveries being made by Mr. Bell with a view to their 
utilization. 

Gtenwoov.—Brother Isaac W. Pierca, of Glenwood, cilled at our office. We 
are informed by him that about one-half of the people of that place are living 
in the United Order, which has erected a furniture and machine shop and a 

aw mill. It has also established a dairy, in Grass Valley. It bas about a 
ear’s provisions on hand besides the present year’s crops, which are good. 
rother Pierce is of opinion that the peop e in the United Order have accom- 

plished much more in the way of material progress in that organized capacity 
than they could have done separately. A grist mill near the settlement is 

-@wned partly by the Order, and partly by people not belonging to that assucia- 

tion, and such is also the case with the stock of the Co-operative Store. By 
encouraging a spirit of considerateness, charity and conciliation, the people 

-of the settlement, as a whole, get along in peace and with good feelings. 


A Prcuttur Custom.—We understand it has been a custom in Wales, 
from time immemorial, when a young couple, among tbe poorer classes of 
people, make up their minds to marry, for their friends and neighbora to 
form a kind of committee and each contribute some useful utensil or piece 
of furniture, for the purpose of giving tbe young folks a start in housekeeping 
The custom is an amiable one, with a commendable objeet in view—the encour 
agement of the matrimonial relation. We believe it to be conducive to a 
healthful condition of society generally, for people to marry reasonably young. 
There are large numbers of young people in this community, of both sexes, 
who are of marriageable age, but who probably evince no disposition to enter 
upon that relation. Perhaps not a few are deterred from marrying because of 
not being able to make a start in housekeeping. Would’nt it be a good thing 
to give the young folks a little encouragement in that direction ?
